Saturday morning the Babcock extin-

their stage route from Helena to Fort Ben- 
ton to the Helena and Fort Benton Stage 
company for $12,000.' The purchasers 
will now put on a first class line, to be in- 
creased neil summer to a daily line. The 
new coaches will be large and. easy, and 
the projected improvements will make the 
line one of the most convenient and com- 
fortable in the Northwest. The fare has 
been placed at $15, or $25 for the round 
trip. Thje change is made in deference to 
the requirements of the Benton Line oi? 
boats, which thus secures direct eonnec 
tion with Helena. The Benton Line is: 
about to build a low water boat, whicl 
wil(l run to Benton until ice runs. The 
whole enterprise will largely increase the 
passenger trade through Bismarck, as the 
stage company will make it to the inter- 
est of travelers to come over the Northern 
Pacific rather than the Utah Northern as 
heretofore. Passengers traveling through 
Bismarck will next summer be able to 
reach Helena by way of the river and 
stage route twenty-four hours soener than 
by the Utah Northern and the U. P., and 
the fare is $90 less. This will be good 
news to people of the East who contem- 
plate visiting the prettiest country out- 
doors.

FATAL 
RUNAWAY. 


A Fanner Killed Yesteiday Morning- by 


His Runaway Team—Somfe Mystery At- 
tending the Occurrence. 
Yesterday John BerbChen, a well known

He 
left home with a load of pork for the city, 
and met with the accident which deprived 
him of life at the foot of Dayton hill, three 
miles out from the city.

The 
fact was communicated to a man working in 
a neighboring field, who took charge of the 
remains, while Mr. Swanaon proceeded to 
town and notified the coroner.

Thither he went, and after 
due inquiry in form, tijs accident is supposed 
to have occured in this way: When deceased

From the appearance of the body it is diffi- 
cult to tell whether he met his death by 
striking his head against the wheel when, 
falling, or whether the wagon passed over 
and crushed him to death.
